The examiner indicated that claim 93 appeared to be in condition for allowance. The examiner indicated that claims 
102-104 did not appear to be in condition for allowance since they are still directed to the silica to copper ratio of 1:1 
which is shown in Horai. The examiner also indicated that although claim 108 claims the specific silica to coppre ratios 
of claim 93. that claim 1 08 contains unelected species recited in the alternative which would require further search and 
consideration before the allowability of the claim as a whole is determined. The examiner recommended cancellation 
of claims 102-104. amending claim 106 to depend from claim 93, amending claim 107 to omit the range of 1:0.34 to 
1:5. 15 in the third step, and the examiner recommended cancellation of claims 108-118 which are primarily drawn to 
the non-elected species, in order to place the case in condition for allowance. Applicant agreed to have these 
changes entered via examiner's amendment. .
